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Environmental Agencies and the Bike Path 

Mattapoisett Bike Path Committee

Due to the recent snow storm, the Mattapoisett 
Bike Path Committee could not hold their regular meeting. 
But I had an opportunity to catch-up with Chairman Bonne 
DeSousa, who shared the current status of the project. 

It wasn't long into our conversation when it became 
very clear just how difficult a process it is to build a bike path 
through neighborhoods, backyards, rail trails, private golf 
courses, and wetlands, and to secure permissions from state 
and federal agencies. Not unlike peeling an onion, DeSousa 
and her group push on, layer-by-layer. 

For many years, various prime-movers have worked 
tirelessly to try and bring the connection from Fairhaven 
through Mattapoisett and onward to eventually tie into the 
Marion Bike Path, which is currently in planning. With the 
majority of the funding coming from the Massachusetts 
Department of Transportation, there are numerous I's to be 
dotted and T's to be crossed. Plus the DOT has been going 
through a major departmental re-organization that has 
slowed down bike path projects. DeSousa said environmental 
permits that previously were settled have changed with 
the DOT paradigm shift. She said that many of the DOT 
departments that have been combined and now oversee bike 
paths are geared primarily towards highways and roads 
versus bike paths. This has caused a bit of an uphill climb 
in getting a clear definition of what the DOT wants from 
Mattapoisett at this point for the project. But with most of 
those convulsions behind them, DeSousa said they are just 
about done with paperwork and supporting documents for 
the DOT. DeSousa remains optimistic and believes positively 
that given a bit more time and clear direction from the DOT, 
the bike path will be able to move into the next phase of 
construction. Her optimism is fueled by a number of things. 

First and foremost the public, the state, and the 
federal government want more access to bike paths to foster 
physical activities and reduce air pollution. Mattapoisett has

committed funds to the project via town meeting, a study is 
underway at Goodspeed Island to explore issues associated 
with marshlands and waterways, and the Mattapoisett Land 
Trust is working to help assist with the project. DeSousa said 
that there will be a public hearing in the future, at which 
time updated details will be shared in order to keep the 
community fully apprised and hopefully engaged in the 
project. 

In addition, she shared that there is a Healthy 
Transportation Directive that includes bike paths and 
sidewalks. "Anything to get the public moving and out of 
cars," DeSousa explained. Expanding on that thought, she 
also said that Mattapoisett' s bike path project is at the top of 
the DOT list. She said that there are 400 miles of bike paths 
on the drawing board, with the top 100 miles being those on 
which the DOT is now focusing. Twenty-seven of that top 100 
miles are in Mattapoisett. 

Finally, the Bike Path Committee, with DeSousa 
leading the charge, will hold events and engage the public 
through a variety of activities. She noted that volunteers 
for every facet of these projects are needed. She'll be grant 
writing under the title of 'People for Bikes', recruiting local 
businesses as bike-friendly enterprises where notices and 
fliers can be placed, and organizing internet-based 'crowd 
funding', a pledge ride, social events, and bike safety training 
for families and children.

Book Adds a Chapter in Mattapoisett's History

"My dad was a great storyteller," said Daniel 
Tucker who, when he was a boy, would sail with his father 
and brothers and listen to his dad retell the wild tales from 
the days when he was captain of the Coral, one of the last 
Fairhaven coasters - when Captain Claude S. Tucker would 
sail up and down the South Coast, hauling cargo to and fro, 
and encounter interesting characters along the way. 

"He would tell these stories over and over," said 
Dan, "and not one word would change." Dan and his family 
preserved many of these tales by recording Captain Tucker 
as he recounted his schooner days in his own voice, and thus 
captured them forever. Captain Tucker's remarkable life, 
however, was destined to be laid out in black and white and 
shared with the rest world in a new book titled The Last of 
the Fairhaven Coasters: Reliving the Era of the Coastal Schooner 
in Mattapoisett, written by Daniel Tucker, his sister-in-law 
Caroline Tucker, and Robert Demanche. 

The trio highlighted some of the content from their 
book before a full house of over 50 people, who packed the 
inside of the Carriage House at the Mattapoisett Historical 
Museum on January 26 to hear some of the history of the 
Tucker family and how it tied into Mattapoisett. 

Up until the early 1900s, schooners were the main 
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vehicle for transporting cargo such as brick, building 
materials, fuel, cordwood, and even oysters before steam 
engines came along and made schooner transport obsolete. 

In 1915, when Captain Tucker bought the Coral, 
schooners like her were ever-increasingly rare, nearing 
the end of the coastal schooner era. He was, in actuality, 
next to the last one to make a living in the coastal schooner 
business. The book tells of Captain Tucker's extraordinary 
undertakings at the helm of the Coral, in addition to the 
well-documented and colorful history of the Tucker family 
who, for some time, would reside in Mattapoisett during the 
coastal schooner days. 

Caroline Tucker married Captain Tucker's third son, 
Tom, and became enthralled with the Tucker family history 
while on maternity leave with their first child twenty years 
ago, a time when access to the Internet exploded and fostered 
in her a new passion: genealogy. 

The Tucker family was a farming family whose 
farmland traversed a large area of Rhode Island, including 
the present location of the University of Rhode Island, which 
actually began as an agricultural school. Over time, the land 
was repeatedly subdivided as generations passed land on to 
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their offspring, with parcels of land dividing and shrinking 
until eventually, the small lots were no longer conducive to 
farming sustainable enough for a family to survive. 

"They actually reproduced a lot," said Caroline. 
After all, as she pointed out, the more children a farmer had, 
the more farm hands to work the land. She mentioned that 
there are still "hundreds of Tuckers over there." 

John Tucker had 15 children, of which Captain 
Claude S. Tucker was the eighth. Captain Tucker figured 
out early on that he hated farming, and for a brief time, he 
farmed bees. Until one day he traded an entire hive for a 
small wooden boat, which he would eventually trade in for a 
bigger boat, and so on. 

"And Tuckers still do this," said Caroline, making 
fun while emphasizing the importance of the nautical 
tradition to the Tucker family. Caroline, a librarian at the East 
Bridgewater High School, has a background in editing and 
publishing, so when the opportunity to combine her passion 
for history and her professional experience presented itself in 
the form of a book about Captain Tucker, she jumped aboard. 

"So that got Captain Tucker in the boating business 
. . . until 70 years later when he finally gave it up," said 
Caroline. 

Dan recounted the time when Captain Tucker was 
given the task of delivering the materials for an entire house 
in one load for a contractor in Jamestown who wanted the 
cargo shipped right away, except Captain Tucker was all by 
himself with no crew to assist him with the large job. He did 
the job himself, and in three-below zero degree weather, to 
boot. He earned himself a reputation for a reliable, not to 
mention tough, schooner Captain. 

Captain Tucker invited many an interesting 
character into his story, adding adventure and color to the 
book's history. For example, there was one man referred to 
only as "Old Nick," a mate named George Gale, a jack-of-all- 
trades with artistic talent, who created etchings of the Coral 
that Dan had with him at the lecture on Sunday. Even Dr. 
Suess, before he was famous, was a prominent character in 
Captain Tucker's story. Dr. Suess was illustrating marketing 
materials for Esso when it was a subsidiary of the Standard 
Oil Company at the time the two men met. 

The audience even heard the voice of Captain 
Tucker himself in a recording that retold a story of one of 
his triumphs during his career on the Coral. Photographs

Captain Tucker even had his own connection to the 
Wanderer, the whaling ship built in Mattapoisett and the last 
to leave New Bedford, when he transported the sails and the 
piece of the Wanderer's mast after she was grounded on some 
rocks during a storm in 1924. 

The Coral would continue to haul cargo throughout 
the South Coast area for years until it met its demise in 1938 
when it became hurricane vs. the Coral, as Dan put it. The 
entire starboard side was damaged, landing the Coral at what 
is now the southern yard of the Fairhaven Shipyard. 

"There wasn't enough money to fix it," said Dan. "It 
would never sail again." 

Captain Tucker would continue to work on boats 
and yachts as a skipper, and for one winter, as the caretaker 
of the Morgan after it was relocated to Mystic, Connecticut. 

For years, the Coral would continue to deteriorate 
where it was docked at the current Linberg Marina dockyard 
on Middle Street in Fairhaven. The Tuckers owned a small 
cottage across from what is presently the Seaport Inn and, 
whenever Captain Tucker would walk up Middle Street, Dan 
said his father would turn his head away, unable to look at 
his beloved vessel as she floated there, decaying. It was his 
first love, after all, and he brought up a family on the Coral. 
The bones of the Coral are still there, buried beneath backfill 
and rock at the Linberg Marina. 

Dan choked back tears as he described the 
tombstone at Riverside Cemetery in Fairhaven that stands 
in honor of his father, a portrait of the Coral etched into the 
stone. "He loved it so much," said Dan emotionally. 

The Last of the Fairhaven Coasters essentially became a 
family project. 

"We spent months pulling together the notes that 
would eventually become the chapters of this book," said 
Caroline. "All our families have an interesting story to tell . . . 
This family is lucky enough to have its story told." 

Latin Musicians Wow Mattapoisett Students

From the moment they paraded into the Center 
School gymnasium, the five internationally renowned 
members of the Latin American educational music group, 
Manguito, captivated the young audience with the rhythmic 
thundering of their drums and other implements of mass 
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percussion. 

The exuberant, but very attentive, audience savored 
a taste of Latin American culture on January 24 when 
Manguito took the students on a musical journey through the 
Caribbean - making virtual stops at the islands of Cuba, the 
Dominican Republic, and Puerto Rico - so they could sample 
the sounds and rhythms of instruments originating from each 
country. 

Manguito delighted the kids with its interactive, 
multi-sensory approach to engaging the students and getting 
them excited about the music. 

When it was time to listen, the students listened 
enthusiastically. When the group asked them to clap, they 
clapped their hands raucously.

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up and dance, they got up and danced - wildly. 

Little bodies flipped and flopped, beeped and 
bopped, from every direction while Manguito played songs 
that compelled every body in the room to move, including 
the teachers. 

During a jam session with the band, some kids got to 
play instruments like the bongo and maracas. Kindergarten 
student Ethan Cabral played the conga drums with a smile 
so wide, even Principal Rose Bowman couldn't help but 
notice. 

"He was in his glory," said Bowman, expressing 
how proud she was of him for his newly found self- 
confidence while performing in front of the crowd. 

With the way the children so uninhibitedly danced 
and eagerly interacted with the group, it did not matter 
much whether or not they were aware of the magnitude 
of talent the five seasoned musicians performing before 
them possessed. What mattered most was that the students 
experienced it, and that they appreciated it. 

The kids even exited the gym forming classroom 
conga lines of sorts, savoring every last second as Manguito 
continued playing while the students danced themselves 
back to their classrooms. Manguito also played a morning 
concert for the students of Old Hammondtown Elementary. 

Manguito is a Boston-based educational musical 
group sponsored by Young Audiences of Massachusetts 
- Arts for Learning, an organization that provides live 
educational programming to students.

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Marion Regulates E-Cigarette Sales

The purchase of electronic cigarettes, or 
"e-cigarettes," in Marion will soon be limited to adults age 
18 and older after the Marion Board of Health voted this 
January to join other towns in an effort to protect children 
from nicotine addiction and the unknown dangers of 
e-cigarette use. 

E-cigarettes have grown in popularity for adults as 
a "safer" alternative to smoking cigarettes, but minors have 
also discovered the novel, accessible, and inexpensive form 
of nicotine, which comes in an array of candy and fruity 
flavors.

Tobacco-Free Community Partnership candidly discussed the 
dubiety of the e-cigarette during a phone interview after the 
regulations were adopted. 

"It's got a lot of nicotine in it," said Coykendall, 
"and we are really concerned about it." She stated that the 
tobacco industry really "snuck one in on us" with e-cigs, 
buying up different brands when the devices became 
popular. She said the tobacco industry classifies e-cigs as 
"entry-level introduction market use," a rather ominous 
category designed to appeal to minors and procure future 
nicotine addicts. 

Marion adopted the Enhanced Youth Access 
Regulations, proposed by Coykendall and the Tobacco- 
Free Community Partnership, that add a new definition of 
"nicotine-delivery products" to include e-cigarettes. The 
enhanced regulations take effect on April 15, 2014. 

The e-cigarette is designed to resemble and be used 
in the same manner as a real cigarette, but slender, tube- 
shaped pipes are also sold for the same use. 

The battery-operated, rechargeable device 
electronically heats a liquid containing a synthetic form of 
nicotine and creates a vapor that delivers a tobacco-free 
and smoke-free version of nicotine that the user puffs and 
inhales. The e-cigarette industry often refers to the process of 
smoking e-cigs as "vaping." 

Coykendall pointed out that, although often used as 
a smoking-cessation device, the United States Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) has never approved e-cigarettes for 
the cessation of smoking, and e-cigarette users are inhaling

a dubious concoction of nicotine and other unknown, 
possibly unsavory ingredients like carcinogens and harmful 
chemicals. 

An FDA press release from 2009, titled "FDA 
Warns of Health Risks Posed by E-Cigarettes," disclosed the 
findings of a preliminary analysis of a small sample of the 
solutions from two major e-cigarette brands. 

"One sample was found to 'contain diethylene 
glycol, a toxic chemical used in antifreeze/" the press 
release states. "Several other samples were found to contain 
carcinogens, including nitrosamines." 

E-cigarette stores that sell "e-Juice" of every flavor 
have begun popping up, where Coykendall said users bring 
their devices and ask the clerk to "mix me up an e-cigarette." 
The refillable devices and e-Juice are also sold online. 

"We don't know where [the stores] are getting it 
from," said Coykendall, "and we don't know how [it's] being 
made." 

Marion's newly approved enhanced regulations also 
prohibit the sale of tobacco products and nicotine-delivery 
devices such as e-cigarettes in educational and health 
institutions, including pharmacies in Marion. Furthermore,

Excessive Thirst

the sale of "blunt" wraps in Marion is also prohibited. 

The regulations also require all businesses that hold 
permits to sell tobacco or nicotine products to post signage, 
provided by the Marion Board of Health, that displays 
referral information about smoking cessation. 

Vendors must also post a sign that states, "The 
sale of nicotine delivery products to minors under 18 years 
of age is prohibited," and a third sign stating "The use of 
e-cigarettes at indoor establishments may be prohibited by 
local law" must be posted wherever e-cigs are sold. 

Rochester was the first of the Tri-Towns to enhance 
their nicotine-delivery device and tobacco regulations, and 
currently Mattapoisett' s Board of Health is deliberating the 
same. 

In the meantime, Coykendall implores parents to 
warn their children about the dangers of e-cigarettes and 
advise kids not to try them. The FDA warns that, in addition 
to looking like cigarettes, some e-cigarettes are designed 
to look like other everyday items such as pens and USB 
memory sticks. 

Board Talks Budget, Approves Town Planner 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 
By Jean Perry 

Selectmen took care of business swiftly on January 
27 with no appointments listed on the agenda, nor any new 
business presented. 

Town Administrator Richard LaCamara updated 
the board on school budget progress after another Rochester 
School Committee budget subcommittee meeting was held 
the night before. It seems there is progress in bringing the 
initial total amount requested for level-services down from 
$254,000 to $120,000. LaCamara reported that the school 
budget still requires an increase of $74,000, and an additional 
$46,000 for Bristol County Agricultural High School. 

LaCamara referred to the Old Rochester Regional 
High School proposed budget as "terribly difficult," with

a requested increase of $820,000, a $327,000 increase in 
Rochester's assessment for the ORR budget. 

"Which is a problem for us," said LaCamara, 
"because we can't afford that kind of an increase." He 
added that he would be attending the budget subcommittee 
meeting at ORR the next day on Tuesday, saying, "We'll 
review the budget tomorrow and see where we are at . . . 
but they're gonna have to reduce our assessment by at least 
$220,000 ... to balance our budget." He continued, "Old 
Colony proposed a $300,000 increase, which they know is not 
gonna happen." 

Selectman Richard Nunes had a number of 
questions about the school budget, to which LaCamara did 
not have all the answers. Selectman Naida Parker suggested 
Nunes attend the subcommittee meeting the next day to 
address his concerns. 

It was Nunes' position that the three towns already 
contribute above and beyond what the state requires them to 
spend on the regional school. 

In some good news for the budget, Parker disclosed 
the recent revelation that the state would reimburse 90% of 
the Town's contribution toward Bristol Aggie transportation 
costs. Parker explained that the Bristol Aggie transportation 
line would be taken out of the Rochester Memorial 
transportation budget, and will stand alone as its own 
budget item within the over-all school budget. 

Before the discovery of the state reimbursement, 
the Town had been trying to come up with other ways 
to transport Rochester students to Bristol Aggie, even 
considering using a Council on Aging van and hiring a 
driver. In light of the news of reimbursement, the move is no 
longer necessary. 

Additional information pertaining to the budget 
included state-aid projections that came in last week, which 
grants Rochester only $12,000 more this year in Chapter 
70 reimbursement, which is unfortunate, according to 
LaCamara. 

In other news, the board approved deficit spending 
for the Town's snow and ice removal budget, which would 
probably - no, make that, definitely - be over-expended by 
the end of next week, stated LaCamara. 

What does that mean, and from where will the 
money come to pay for continued snow removal, asked 
Nunes.

Spending over the $68,000 budget line for snow 
and ice is not a rare occurrence, and LaCamara explained 
that either the Town would have to make a transfer from 
some other section of the budget or use free cash to cover the 
budget, "depending on the severity of the situation," said 
LaCamara. 

Also at the meeting, with budget negotiations for 
newly-hired Town Planner Mary Crain completed, LaCamara 
presented the board with the finished contract, which he 
stated was no different than the one that was presented 
earlier. The contract, dated February 1 through June 30 is 
for an hourly rate of $26, with a maximum of 1,000 hours 
annually.

contract at the end of June this year. The quorum of two, 
in Selectman Brad Morse's absence, approved the contract 
unanimously. 

Also during the meeting, the board discussed 
putting together a cable committee to review the Town's 
contract with Comcast and, in two years, with Verizon.

Quarterly Water/Sewer Billing Coming to Marion 

Marion Board of Selectmen 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

Instead of receiving a water and sewer bill twice a 
year, the Department of Public Works - represented by DPW 
Chief Rob Zora, Becky Carvalho, and the Town of Marion 
accountant, Judy Mooney - presented the Marion Board of 
Selectmen with a proposal to change the billing cycle to a 
quarterly billing, which the BOS approved. 

"This alleviates a cash flow for residents," said 
Mooney, who explained that the cycle avoids other town 
billing dates for real estate taxes and auto and boat excise 
taxes. Along with Mooney, Zora and Carvalho addressed the 
board with a water and sewer rate study and the appeal for 
quarterly billing. 

Initially, there will be a transition period with a four- 
month billing that will include water and sewer metered bills 
from November 1, 2013 through February 28, 2014. This bill 
will arrive in mailboxes around March 15 and is due by April 
15. After that initial transitional bill, the quarterly billing will 
start with a consumption period of June 1 through August 
31. That bill would be mailed to residents on September 
15 and will be due on October 15. The next consumption 
period includes water and sewer usage from September 1 
to November 30; bills will be mailed on December 15 and

are due on January 15. The next consumption bill covers the 
period of December 1 through February 28 or 29; it will be 
mailed to residents on March 15 and is due April 15. Lastly 
a consumption period of March 1 through May 31 will be 
mailed on June 15 and is due by July 15. 

"Water and sewer rates have not risen since 2007, 
and we will look at the rates in six months to determine if 
changes need to be made," said Mooney. Carvalho noted that 
95% of the properties in Marion are now on metered 'drive- 
by' reading, saving the town much time and effort in re- 
reading erroneous mailed-in meter readings. Selectman Jon 
Henry asked if the new billing cycle would require more staff 
and Zora, Carvalho and Mooney all said "no". 

At the start of the meeting, a moment of silence 
was held for Nathan B. Nye, Sr. at the Tuesday meeting of 
the Marion Board of Selectmen. Nye was a long-time town 
employee and all around 'good guy' who passed away 
on January 18. The audience stood and contemplated his 
service to the town which included over 50 years with the 
fire department and 17 years as head of the Department of 
Public Works. "I'm sure St. Peter has him busy already," said 
Selectmen Jon Henry. Henry noted that the Nye family was 
'colonial' and were part of the first settlement of the area. 
"They are good, solid, steady, hard-working people," said 
Henry, "Nate was a good egg." 

In an ongoing effort to connect town boards, two 
boards presented their purpose and mission to the BOS. 
First up was the Conservation Commission, with Vice- 
Chairman Norm Hills informing the board of the basic 
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reason for the board and its efforts. Hills noted that the 
board's sole intent is to enforce the Wetlands Protection Act 
for coastal, waterfront and inland areas of the town. Hills, in 
his presentation, noted that the Conservation Commission 
needs to fund eradication of fragmites in the Sprague's Cove 
area, near Silvershell Beach, and will increase their budget to 
accommodate the issue. 

Hills also thanked Conservation Commission 
Secretary, Diane Drake, and noted that she is a crucial 
and important component in the board's work. "We want 
to consider training someone to learn from her ... she is 
completely informed about by-laws, conservation and the 
myriad paperwork that goes into this complex board," said 
Hills. 

The Marion Energy Commission presented next 
and noted their effort for the community to come to a 
presentation at the Marion Music Hall on February 5 at 7:00 
pm for a Solar Energy presentation, with light refreshments, 
great information, and exhibits to reduce C0 2 emissions and 
to reduce energy bills for residents. 

In other business, the board signed an agreement 
with CDM Smith for Phase IB, which was approved at 
the October town meeting for approximately $290,000 for 
roadway improvements in Marion village from Cottage 
Street to Water Street. More information on exactly which 
portions of the streets are available at the Marion Town 
House. 

Lastly, the board signed a contract with Tata and 
Howard to design a replacement for the Great Hill Water 
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Tank. The tank will be reduced by one half and its use is for 
fire hydrant pressure. The town meeting of 2011 approved 
the design phase. At the meeting, the proposal for design 
was at $93,000, according to Town Administrator, Paul 
Dawson. 

Fiscal 2015 Number Crunching Begins 

Mattapoisett Finance Committee 
By Marilou Newell 
Once two members thawed out from walking to the 
meeting, the Mattapoisett Finance Committee got down to 
the business of town business. The first order of business was 
revisiting Fiscal 2013, studying the actuals in preparation 
for crafting the 2015 budget. They also compared the FY14 
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budget against FY13 actuals in order to understand growth 
projections and line item increases. The town came in at 
$21.75 million for FY13 and has budgeted $22.45 million for 
FY14, an increase of 3% year over year. 

State aid from the Chapter 70 program (The Chapter 
70 program is the major program of state aid to public elementary 
and secondary schools. In addition to providing state aid to 
support school operations, it also establishes minimum spending 
requirements for each school district and minimum requirements 
for each municipality's share of school costs; http://www.doe.mass. 
edu/finance/chapter70/) was $22,000 more in FY13 than the 
previous year and was budgeted for a 2% increase in FY14 
to be actualized at the end of the fiscal year in July. Revenue 
sources were detailed as: 7% local receipts; 3% fund transfers; 
4% Cherry Sheet; 6% debt; and 80% total levy. (The Cherry 
Sheet is the official notification by the Commissioner of Revenue 
to municipalities and school districts of estimated state aid to be 
paid and charges to be assessed over the next fiscal year. As the 
state budget process unfolds updated local aid proposals are posted. 
Cherry Sheets are issued once the state budget is enacted by the 
Legislature and approved by the Governor; http://www.mass.gov/ 
dor/local-officials/municipal-data-and-financial-management/ 
cherry-sheets/). 

Town Administrator Mike Gagne had just received 
the Governor's budget that includes the Cherry Sheet 
estimate for FY14 ($1,148,000) and proposed sum for FY15 
($1,238,000). Even though the FY15 sum is slightly higher 
than FY14, Gagne cautioned the board to not spend the 
money yet, reminding them that the house and senate 
also have budgets that may, and often do, severely impact 
anything a governor may put forward. He said, "We just 
don't know what to expect." 

The committee members then reviewed available 
funds for the budget, comparing FY13 against FY14: landfill 
(up $20,000); schools (up $349,000); OPEB ($178,984); 
retirement /pensions ($34,235); collective bargaining 
settlements ($189,890); and fire alarm wiring ($15,000). The 
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increase in FY14 available funds totaled $702,640. 

Lastly, they reviewed expenses from FY13: general 
government ($1,175,000); public safety /public works 
($3,730,000); education ($11,729,000); employee group 
insurance ($1,950,000); pension unemployment & Medicare 
($990,000); town insurance ($242,000); utilities ($200,000); 
debt ($1,014,000); culture /human services ($808,000); lease & 
government assessments ($57,000) for a total of $21,899,000. 
When viewed using a pie chart, they found that 64% of all 
monies were used for education ($13,640,000), with all other 
expenses totaling 36% of the budget ($7,913,000). 

Gagne told the committee that the Affordable Care 
Act will cost the town approximately $155,000, adding an 
additional 8% to FY15 budget needs, along with a pension 



liability assessment of $56,000. 

There was considerable discussion regarding school 
budgets, with increases expected from all schools serving the 
town. Chairman Pat Donoghue said that some discussions 
have taken place with the school superintendents, but 
that they needed to speak more directly with those school 
committee members working on budgets. Gagne said that 
there is a planned Tri-Town summit meeting with board 
of selectmen members, town administrators, Finance 
Committee members, and school officials in an effort to 
collectively face the financial challenges on the horizon. 
Gagne also discussed some reimbursement from the state's 
Circuit Breaker program, but expected it to be underfunded 
again this year. (The state's Special Education Circuit Breaker

program reimburses local school districts for a portion of their 
costs for educating severely high-needs special education students. 
The state reimburses a portion of district costs above a certain 
threshold and the precise reimbursement formula changes year-to- 
year depending on the total amount allocated for this line item in a 
given fiscal year and on the level of claims statewide. 

The Circuit Breaker program was started in FY 2004. 
The threshold for eligibility is tied to four times the state average 
foundation budget per pupil as calculated under the Chapter 70 
education funding law. The state aims to pay 75 percent of the 
costs above that threshold, but for many years during the state 
fiscal crisis reimbursement rates were below the 75 percent level. 
Included in this funding is an earmark for a special program run 
in conjunction with the Department of Developmental Services. 
Funded at $6.5 million in FY 2014, this program supports 
approximately 480 children receiving special education who 
are also eligible for services from DDS, who live at home, and 
are between the ages of 6 and 17 at the time of enrollment. The 
intent of this program is to allow students to return home from 
a residential placement or prevent students from moving into 
residential placements; http://children.massbudget.orgi 'special- 
education-circuit-breaker). 

With all this data as the backdrop, it was clear that 
sleeves will need to be rolled up and department heads given 
guidance in order to present at town meeting a budget that 
voters can accept. The Finance Committee will begin the 
process of meeting with the town's department heads on 
Thursday, January 30 at 6:30 pm. 

Board Envisions a Rochester Center 

Rochester Planning Board

It takes a village center overlay district to build 
a village, and that is what the Planning Board mostly 
discussed January 28, brainstorming ideas and sharing its 
visions of what a proper town village center should look 
like, comparing them against the existing village centers of 
other towns like Marion, Mattapoisett, and Scituate. Quaint, 
unique, and homey is just what the board deems suitable 
for a town center for Rochester, emphasizing that the goal is 
not to encourage a "business district," but rather a "village 
district." 

The discussion began when Board Member Ben 
Bailey simply asked, what is the point of the village overlay 
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district, and whom will it benefit? Bailey thought the 
language in the opening paragraph of the proposed zoning 
by-law was too vague and did not explicitly cite the benefits 
a new overlay district would provide an owner of property 
located in the center. 

Chairman Arnold Johnson said it was important 
that residents understand a few things about the proposed 
overlay district. The board was not seeking to further restrict 
development in Rochester center; rather, it wants to provide 
a more concise, controlled process to make it easier for 
property owners to follow the required steps to develop their 
property, while removing some of the restrictions property 
owners currently face, including the "unsure process" of 
seeking variances through the Zoning Board of Appeals. 
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This would benefit not just the property owners, 
said Johnson, as the Town of Rochester as a whole would 
ultimately enjoy the same kind of town center other towns 
possess. 

It would enhance the property values of properties 
in the center by allowing mix-use zoning and create 
opportunities for small businesses to thrive and service the 
community. Setback requirements would be more relaxed, as 
opposed to allowing reduced lot sizes. 

"It's not going to create more development," the 
chairman emphasized, citing concerns from residents about 
certain properties already pending development. "It's going 
to create more responsible development." 

"We have been kicking this around for years," said 
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Johnson. He said it is important to understand that what 
the board seeks to accomplish is to give center property 
owners more options for their properties, provide for more 
opportunity for use, and allow greater density to give the 
center more of a village-feel. 

We want to have a real center of town, said Board 
Member Gary Florindo. "Unique little areas that make it like 
a homey part of town," he added. A real center - not just a 
business district. 

Also at the meeting, the board had a brief discussion 
with Michael Camara of Shawmut Associates, LLC who 
is planning to re-develop the solid-waste and recycling 
processing facility at 50 Cranberry Highway. Johnson 
told Camara he encountered some "red flags" when a 
subcontractor for the project went in to try to pull permits for 
some work and was unaware of the process and the required 
preconstruction meeting. 

Johnson said he needed clarification on who was the 
hired project manager, and who would be the contact person 
for the project. 

Camara reassured the board that everything was 
in order and that the project manager is Bruce Hanna, who 
assisted in the development of Camara's New Bedford 
facility. Camara also gave the board contact information for 
Hanna. 

There are a couple alterations to the site plan, which 
will be discussed at an upcoming preconstruction meeting on 
Thursday, January 30 at the Police Station. 

Also during the meeting, the board engaged in a 
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rather lengthy discussion over drainage concerns pertaining 
to the Connet Woods project, despite the matter having been 
continued until the February 11 Planning Board meeting. 

The board took a vote and ratified an email that 
Johnson had sent to the developer regarding drainage 
matters, and the board is optimistic that the problems can be 
mitigated fairly simply. 

The next scheduled Planning Board meeting is 
February 11 at 7:00 pm at Town Hall. 

Chock-a-Block Agenda at Marion ConCom 

Marion Conservation Commission

Despite cancellations happening all day, the Marion 
Conservation Commission board met as usual at 7:00 pm 
on Wednesday at the Marion Town House. A full board 
attended, including Chairman Larry Dorman, Vice Chairman 
Norm Hills, Treasurer Joel Hartley, Clerk Steve Gonsalves, 
Secretary Diane R. Drake, member Jeffrey Doubrava, and 
newly appointed Associate Member Cynthia Trinidad. 

"Welcome," said Dorman as members came in from 
the below 20 degree weather. 
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First up was an appointment with Peter H. and 
Carol C. Hulton of 21 Autumn Lane on a Request for 
Determination of Applicability to construct a 14' x 16' single- 
story dining room addition, with a small entry porch and 
steps behind the garage. 

At issue was a wetland behind the house that 
required the committee to visit the site and make a 
recommendation, which they did and approved the request. 

Next up, the board discussed an e-mail from a 
contractor who will begin initial construction at the recently 
approved 40b construction project located on Route 105 in 
Marion. A misprint on the date when the contractor would 
go in to mark the perimeter of the project pushed the site 
visit by the Conservation Commission to this coming 
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Saturday, January 25. 

"With the snowfall, we need to see the orange 
markers and flags to make sure the contractor knows the 
area," said Chairman Dorman. Dorman noted that as 
snowfall is still an issue, the flags marking the perimeter 
need to be 'strung' so the board members visiting the site can 
see the markings of the site, regardless of snowfall. 

The board agreed that at least three board members 
would visit the site to make sure that the project would be 
sited and handled properly. 

The board discussed the annual report for the 
Conservation Commission for the town annual report 
due the end of January. The board accepted the report as 
submitted. 

Lastly, the board discussed the updated Town 
of Marion map proposal that is required by the Attorney 
General regarding the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency as presented by local citizen John Rockwell. 

At a recent Board of Selectmen's meeting, Rockwell 
said that a map of the town needed to be updated and 
submitted to the Attorney General reflecting the newly- 
enacted FEMA regulations, as well as a current view of 
the town's zoning by-law overlay. According to Rockwell, 
the last zoning map of Marion was in 1999, which showed 
special uses and revisions from previous years and needed 
updates from motions approved at town meetings over the 
years. 

The board voted and approved the updated zoning 

map. 

Leisure Shores Once Again Front and Center

Leisure Shores was once again on the agenda of 
the Mattapoisett Conservation Commission. This time, 
however, they were represented not only by Attorney 
Shepard Johnson, Dana Barrow, and Brandon Faneuf of Pro- 
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Line Engineering, but also by Robert Ringuette, Jr. and his 
brother, Michael. Robert Ringuette, Sr. had requested that 
his sons assist in the process of providing documents and 
understanding to the issues that have plagued the operation 
and various governing boards in town for several years. 

After lengthy debate and discussions, the applicant 
and the Commission were finally able to agree that progress 
was being made. The most significant issues from the 
commission's point of view were determined to be the 
historic wetland delineations to find out what areas have 
been filled in, ongoing clean-up and maintenance of floats, 
and a master plan for replacement of Styrofoam floats. 

Faneuf had completed a number of soil tests on 
behalf of the applicant to research if areas that had been filled

in were originally wetlands or marshlands. He provided his 
test results, noting that he did not find suspect areas with the 
exception of one location. However, Chairman Peter Newton 
pressed for peer review of Faneuf's work to ensure that the 
town's concerns were, in fact, being fully researched and 
that any questionable areas or test results could be evaluated 
by an objective expert. Newton said, "One of our concerns 
is getting outside resources for peer review." He continued, 
"We have not been afforded the opportunity to witness the 
testing." Robert Ringuette, Jr. felt that the cost for an outside 
consultant should not be the sole expense of his family's 
business. However, after further conversation, he agreed to 
pay up to $2,000 for a peer review consultant. 

On the issue of pollution and necessary clean- 
up of the site, Harbormaster Jill Simmons gave a brief 
photographic presentation of images she took on January 
16 and contrasted some site locations against the condition 
of the site as far back as 1996. It was apparent that several 
locations had been filled in. She also displayed images of 
current pollution throughout the site and abutting properties 
from the degrading float system. Gary Johnson of the 
Mattapoisett Land Trust also brought pictures of pollution 
washing ashore on Land Trust property. He was concerned 
about bearing the continuing cost when the Land Trust 
volunteers clean-up the property and take it to the landfill. 
Barrow said they could place the material in the trash 
container at the marina. 

Continuing on the theme of deteriorating Styrofoam 
floats, Ringuette presented the results of his research on

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alternatives and various regulatory agencies' guidance. 
Finding little in the way of regulatory guidance, he sourced 
manufacturers for products that might be acceptable. He 
gave the commission their plan to replace damaged floats 
with new fully-encapsulated units with heavy-duty walls to 
be fully completed over the next five years. He pegged the 
cost at approximately $260,000. 

Korrin Petersen, Senior Attorney for the Buzzards 
Bay Coalition, also spoke on behalf of the need to clean up 
the pollution for the health of the bay, and she urged the 
applicant to continue on the path he has taken to begin 
replacing floats with those that are fully encapsulated. 

The applicant was instructed to come back with a 
fully detailed amendment to their current application that 
will list the various projects that need completion, how those 
will be executed, and timelines.

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planner to start the effort on how the town will proceed. 

"The town of Rochester has started this process and 
has made great strides," said planning board member Norm 
Hills. Hills noted in his comments that the town needs to 
plan for the future and can use Rochester's efforts as one of 
many templates in how Marion should proceed. 

Hills presented a proposed advertisement for a part- 
time planner and asked for the approval of the board on the 
wording of the advertisement; approval was granted. 

A dialogue ensued with member Ted North 
suggesting that the board coordinate with the town to hire 
a 'town planner' and share the cost. North suggested that 
the Planning Board work with the Board of Selectmen in the 
planning process. 

"What the town really needs is someone to procure 
grants that support the master plan for the town," said 
North. 

The board discussed and debated the issue and 
agreed that coordination with the town was needed. In the 
meantime, however, the Planning Board needs to hire a 
part-time qualified person to help with town planning in the 
short run. Board members said that the funds for a part-time 
planner were available and that they wanted to proceed now, 
rather than coordinate an effort with the Board of Selectmen. 

In other business, the board heard from Brian Grady 
of GAF Engineering, on behalf of Saltbox Properties LLC, 
regarding properties located on lots at 22 Kabeyun Road. 
At issue were lot lines that had not been surveyed since the 
1920s when 'meets and bounds' were done by sight. Only 
two sides, the south and the north, had recorded plans. 
Grady asked the board to agree to the boundaries to the east 
and west of the two lots, which are commonly owned and 
are to be joined into one lot. 

At first, the board questioned the application. "Are 
we setting legal bounds on this property by voting on this?" 
asked board member Ted North. Grady explained that 
no buildable lots were being created and no parcels were 
being conveyed, and that the purpose of the Approval Not 
Required request was to finalize the undefined lot lines and 
register them with the Plymouth Land Court. Member Norm 
Hills noted that the parcels currently have a 'For Sale' sign on 
them. 

After much discussion, the board voted to approve 
the plans as presented.

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Next up was a discussion of storm water 
calculations, as currently used by the Planning Board. 
Member Norm Hills presented a handout to board 
members, which noted that the storm water run-off 
calculations currently used reflect old data and represent 
lots that encompass large parcels of land. Hills suggested 
that the board consider data that reflects a standard that 
is more applicable to smaller parcels, and which reflects 
more of Marion's basic residential nature. Board members 
complimented Hills for his work on the handout, which 
detailed the age of the standards and updated data on 
rainfall as studied by the Northeast Climate Center. 

After much discussion on the rain water run-off 
handout, the board agreed to have the town engineer, Field 



Engineering, review the current by-law and consider the 
Planning Board's idea of adapting another, more up to date, 
rainwater run-off standard. 

Environmental Club Encourages Action 

ORR Update

Old Rochester Regional High School's 
Environmental Club met last week to discuss their goals 
for the remainder of the school year. The club, consisting of 
about ten students, is planning to create a video about energy 
for the NSTAR Challenge program. As well as this, they 
have their hearts set on attending the annual Massachusetts 
Envirothon in May. 

Lynn Connor, a science teacher at ORRHS, has 
been the advisor for Environmental Club for twelve years. 
She hopes the video contest will be a fun way to educate 
the community about issues regarding energy. NSTAR 
Challenge, the program running the video contest, requires 
the students to create a five-minute documentary about 
energy awareness. 

"It's basically an energy assessment for the school 
and energy ideas to get out to the public," explained Connor, 
"and hopefully we'll be able to put it on the TV station, 
Bulldog TV." 

Along with the video contest, the Environmental

With everything they have planned 
for the future, one can only imagine what the club has 
accomplished in the past. 

This past fall, the club volunteered at local clean- 
ups. They cleared some of the paths behind the school, and 
also worked with the Mattapoisett Land Trust to clean-up an 
overgrown blueberry patch. The blueberry patch clean-up 
was a favorite among the students. 

"We also regularly attend Bioneers by the Bay," said 
Connor, "It's about environmental and social justice, and it's 
a series of key note speakers, performers, and workshops."

At the end of 2013, the Town of Marion, the 
Baywatch Developer, the Sippican Lands Trust and a Group 
of Concerned Citizens and Abutters all came together 
and finalized the restructured 40B development off Front 
Street behind the Wave. A significant reduction in size and 
numerous other benefits to Marion occurred as a result of the 
Group of Concerned Citizens opposing the scale of the 168 
unit "Marion Estates" development that had previously been 
reluctantly approved by Marion's Zoning Board of Appeals 
(ZBA). The ZBAhad been forced to settle with Baywatch 
after a decade of litigation in which the State had effectively 
sided with Baywatch. Then, when the development came 
before Marion's Conservation Commission, the Group of 
Concerned Citizens had the legal standing to vigorously 
oppose it. They were able to negotiate a restructured 96-unit 
configuration that compares with the previously approved

An advantage of reducing the scale of the project 
to 96 units is that a greater portion of it can be absorbed 
by Marion residents and their families (who will get 
preference). And even though the restructured project will 
be much smaller in scale, it will contain more units that are 
actually affordable (60 versus 42), and it will now offer 36 
much-needed smaller single family homes for purchase. 
Also, by reducing the number of cars, the development's 
entrance will no longer require a "3 rd lane" for turning off 
of Front Street, so the arrival experience coming down from 
Route 1-95 into Marion will be less urban looking and less 
congested. A pathway was also donated by abutters Baldwin 
Bros and Sherman Briggs that provides the missing link to 
complete the bike path which enables Marion to apply for 
approximately $1.5 million of Federal bike path funding. 
Finally, the developer has set aside 12 of its total of 34 acres 
as conservation land which will be held by the Sippican 
Lands Trust and on which there will be a Conservation 
Restriction held by the Town. The net result is a lower impact 



development, completion of the Bike Path, and significant 
conservation benefits that all combine to create a better 
outcome for Marion. 

Once the restructured development was agreed 
upon by the Group of Concerned Citizens and Abutters, 
the Sippican Lands Trust, and Baywatch, it went back to 
the Marion Selectmen and the ZBA, who then all worked 
with the developer to close the agreed upon transaction in 
December. The undersigned want to take this opportunity 
to thank the Marion Selectmen, ZBA and Conservation 
Commission as well as the principals of Baywatch for 
working out this public /private partnership solution to 
meet the needs of the Town while also satisfying the State's 
affordable housing requirements.

Nebraska. Starring Bruce Dern and Will Forte. Directed 
by Alexander Payne. Running time: 110 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. 

The reigning champ of bleak works of art with 
the title Nebraska remains Bruce Springsteen's 1982 
album. A short-story collection about losers and psychos, 
accompanied by lonely acoustic guitar and packed in 
the dry ice of despair, Springsteen's Nebraska invited 
compassion for the down and out, the devil's rejects. 
Alexander Payne's film Nebraska, a Best Picture contender 
which has just opened locally, holds its subjects at an 
aesthetic arm's length. It's shot (by Phedon Papamichael) 
in pristine black and white, and on a wide, wide canvas, 
emphasizing the flat beauty of the Midwest as it dwarfs 
the nothing-special people who (barely) occupy it. The 
movie keeps scoring small, unpleasant points off its 
harmless characters; it is everything I detest about a certain 
subspecies of "indie" film. It keeps parading its own 
unearned superiority. 

The protagonist, crankily retired Woody Grant 
of Billings, Montana (Bruce Dern), has received a letter 
informing him (he thinks) that he's won a million dollars. 
Everyone around Woody — his wife Kate (June Squibb), his 
grown sons David (Will Forte) and Ross (Bob Oedenkirk) 
— know it's a scam designed to sell magazines, but 
stubborn Woody keeps sneaking off to walk the 750 miles 
to Nebraska to collect his cash. Eventually, David offers to 
drive Woody there and stop off in Woody' s hometown of 
Hawthorne. We get the sense that the million dollars is only 
an excuse or an impetus for a deeper desire in Woody to 
chuck everything and walk away from his disappointing 
life. But Payne and his screenwriter Bob Nelson have made 
that life disappointing. The movie's view of humanity, 
especially as word spreads in Hawthorne about Woody' s 
incipient payday and everyone starts to circle him for 
handouts, is callowly caustic. 

We've been down this saggy-soul-of- America road with 
Payne before, in 2002's overrated About Schmidt, which 
trained a similar coldly curious eye on Midwesterners. We 



are assured by the usual fawning press that Payne himself 
hails from Nebraska and lives there part of the year, so 
he couldn't possibly intend Nebraska as snotty city-mouse 
commentary, right? Whenever possible, people are framed 
within the wide compositions to render them insignificant; 
for his other trick, Payne stares head-on at the wizened, 
stoic old-timers and the derisive fatties as they sit in a 
sparse living room absorbed in afternoon football. These 
people are damned by their simple values, their bland tastes 
and interests. Woody seems content enough to sit among 
them, and David's attempt to strike out in the larger world 
— selling Bose speakers at a strip mall — is also sneered at by 
the movie. Is there any way for a person in this film to live 
that would meet with the approval of its director? 

When David Lynch took a comparable tour of flyover 
country with a senior citizen, in 1999's The Straight Story, 
he brought out the enchantment and pleasant strangeness 
of the land and its people. The movie was good-hearted 
(and ten times the artistic achievement that Payne's film is) 
without being sappy. Nebraska's heart pumps acid yet also 
falls into sappiness, a bizarre and toxic mixture. Waddling 
about with tufts of duck-feather hair sticking out like a 
halation of mental disorder, Bruce Dern is monotonously 
antagonistic, as I'm sure Payne directed him to be; that 
Woody doesn't grow or change doesn't make him any 
less of a sentimental cliche, since he's defined mostly by 
how the exasperated David relates to him. Performances 
don't matter much here anyway — the actors are coached 
to flatten their delivery to conform to that of the local non- 
actors with whom Payne loves to fill the margins of his 
movies. 

A filmmaker who considers himself smart and artistic 
has no business taking shots at such slow-moving targets 
as karaoke singers. Ha ha! These rubes are terrible singers 
and have nothing better to do with their afternoons! 
I got angrier at Nebraska the longer it trudged on, its 
ostentatiously bedraggled milieu less and less mitigated by 
the fashionably stark cinematography. The movie has zero 
to say about what it shows us; unlike even the troubling 
rural chaos depicted in Werner Herzog's Stroszek and 
Harmony Korine's Gummo — both of which also sported 
some surrealistic verve and freakshow showmanship — 
Nebraska has no spirit, no life. It's just small people with 
small lives and small vision milling around a gigantic 
canvas, until Woody gets what he wants, and then the 
movie ends, whereupon I got what I wanted.
